Cognition symposium gets under way 


The International Symposium on 
Cognition, Education and Deafness, 
scheduled for this week on campus, 
will feature a variety of scholarly and 
practice-oriented presentations on 
topics related to improving the 
cognitive performance of hearing im- 
paired students of all ages. Approx- 
imately 175 persons from nine coun- 
tries will attend the symposium June 
5-8. 

Edward Corbett, director of the Na- 
tional Academy, will address the open- 
ing plenary session, speaking on the 
topic, “Cognition, Education and 
Deafness: Meeting the Challenge.” 

Theme sessions will then be held on 
a variety of topics, including cognitive 
styles and problem solving, cognition 
and language development, measure- 
ment of cognition potential in hearing 


impaired learners, cognitive strategies 
and processes, reading and reading 
methods, growth and development of 
the hearing impaired learner and effects 
of cognitive intervention programs. 


The final plenary session will include 
a synthesis of all symposium sessions 
entitled, “Cognition, Education and 
Deafness: Where Do We Proceed from 
Here?” prepared by Irving Sigel of 
Educational Testing Service, a noted 
authority on cognition. 


A publication which will include key 
issues and implications raised by all 
symposium presentations will be pre- 
pared and available for purchase 
through Gallaudet Press later this year.

While the young participants were 
enjoying trips to the White House, 
breakfast with Congress and a 
performance-packed day at the Ken- 
nedy Center, a host of Gallaudet peo- 
ple worked—often long hours—to keep 
things running smoothly. 

Bonnie Mann of Business Services 
and Joan Fergerson of Public Relations 
coordinated the overall campus in- 
volvement while Joan Lee, wife of Gal- 
laudet President Jerry C. Lee, served 
as hostess for Gallaudet’s guests and 
represented Gallaudet at special events. 

Long before country singing star 
Ronnie Milsap officially opened the 
Festival Wednesday night, Floyd Holt 
and Ed Glenn of the Department of 
Safety and Security had devised in- 
tricate security procedures.
